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THE MAD PACE OF A CENTURY AGO 
No th ing giv es a tired wo rld mu ch mo re plea­ 
su re th an to see a pro ph et co nfo u nded; and a 
few day s ago th e French Academy o f Medicine 
fu rnish ed su ch a spectable wh en it celebrated 
th e 100th birth day o f o ne o f its members, Dr. 
Alex andre Gu enio t. 
Dr. Gu enio t was bo rn in 1832, and th e pro ph et 
to be co nfo u nded was h is o wn fath er. Wh en th e 
ch ild was bo rn, th e elder Gu enio t wro te sadly 
to a friend th at 1832 was a terrible y ear fo r any ­ 
o ne to begin a life; times were bad and th ey 
wo uld be wo rse, th e mo dern era was ru sh ing 
alo ng alto geth er to o rapidly fo r h ealth , and a 
h o pe o f lo ng life fo r th e ch ild was su rely v ain. 
“Th is madness o f speed is wearing o u t men,” 
th e fath er wro te. “Only y esterday I saw a po st 
ch aise tearing alo ng. It makes o ne giddy ! Th e 
h o rses were gallo ping at mo re th an fiv e leagu es 
an h o u r. 
“And ev ery o ne wants h is carriage. Th e streets 
o f Paris are so co ngested th at y o u mu st wait a 
lo ng time if y o u wish to cro ss th em. Madness o f 
th e centu ry , my dear friend, fo r wh ich men will 
pay in th e brev ity o f th eir day s. My so n, like h is 
co ntempo raries, will no t liv e to be o ld.” 
Ou r enjo y ment o f th is, o f co u rse, is intensified 
by th e fact th at th e go o d French man nev er 
dreamed h o w tremendo u sly th e “madness o f 
speed” was to increase du ring h is so n’s liftime, 
o r h o w th e co ngestio n o f th e Paris streets was to 
be stepped up. In a land o f stage-co ach es and 
po st ch aises h e saw to o mu ch h u stle and h u rry 
fo r h ealth ; h ad h e been able to get o ne prev iew 
o f mo dern Paris h e pro bably wo uld h av e died 
o f th e sh o ck. 
Bu t so meh o w th ings didn’t tu rn o u t qu ite as 
badly as h e h ad ex pected th ey wo uld. Th e race 
managed to adju st itself to a faster tempo . His 
so n liv es to day , a th riv ing centenarian. 
And th at, v ery likely , is th e way with mo st o f 
o u r glo o my pro ph ecies. We see th ings ch anging, 
and we feel th at th ey are ch anging fo r th e wo rse, 
and we do no t see h o w o u r descendants can ev er 
surv iv e and be h appy ; bu t th e h u man race is 


pretty resilient, after all, and it alway s manages 
to bo u nce back. Hu man affairs h av e a way o f 
wo rking o u t better th an we ex pect. 


INFLUENCE OF THE SUPREME COURT 
Strictly speaking, th e Su preme Co u rt do es no t 
legislate. Th e making o f statu tes remains th e 
task o f Co ngress and th e state legislatu res, y et, 
in a v ery definite way , th e natio n’s h igh est ju ­ 
diciary h as beco me a gro wing influ ence in fram ­ 
ing public o pinio n. 
Originally , th e bu lk o f qu estio ns referred to it 
co ncerned issu es between indiv idu als. As late as 
187 5, less th an o ne-tenth o f th e cases dealt with 
issu es o f tax atio n, co nstitu tio nality and o th er 
aspects o f pu blic law. Th en th ere was a ch ange. 
Th e co ming o f 1925 saw practically o ne-h alf o f 
th e appeals related to th e su perv isio n o f eco ­ 
no mic enterprise, adju stm ents amo ng th e states, 
rev enu e meth o ds and similar pro blems. 
In th at y ear Co ngress released th e Co u rt al­ 
to geth er fro m th e wo rk o f co nsidering cases o f 
o rdinary statu to ry and co mmo n law pro ceed­ 
ings. No w th e du ties o f th e Su preme Co u rt in­ 
v o lv e o nly th o se o f interpreting th e Co nstitu ­ 
tio n, eith er directly o r indirectly , in th e ru lings 
h anded do wn. 
Mo st cases inv o lv e th e po wers o f adminis­ 
trativ e agencies, and in determining th eir sco pe, 
th e co u rt necessarily beco mes a po licy making 
bo dy . Co nsequ ently it sway s go v ernmental o p­ 
eratio ns to a no table ex tent. 
Many o f th e wo rds in th e Co nstitu tio n, su ch as 
“liberty ,” “pro perty ,” “du e pro cess o f law,” and 
“regu late co mmerce,” are flex ible in th eir m ean­ 
ing. Wh en th e nine ju stices apply th e wo rds to 
co ntempo rary u ndertakings th ey o ften h av e to 
do mo re th an read th e Co nstitu tio n with tech ­ 
nical skill — th ey also mu st read life. 
Th is aspect o f th eir pro no u ncements makes 
th eir respo nsibility as h eav y as th eir au th o rity 
is great, since th eir o pinio ns are final, su bject 
to no appeal and u nch angeable ex cept by th e 
Su preme Co u rt itself in su bsequ ent pro no u nce­ 
ments.
